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Parents could redeem state vouchers 
for children at school of their choice

Parents of more than 26,000 Catholic school 
children in the San Bernardino and San Diego 
dioceses pay on the average of $450 per child to 
send their children to one of the 78 Catholic 
elementary and secondary schools in the two 
dioceses. They choose to do this instead of sending 
them to a tuition-free public school which they 
support with their tax dollars. 


Under a proposed amendment to the California 
constitution, that would revolutionize the state's 
school system, parents would receive vouchers from 
the state to send their children to the school of their 
choice— public or non-public. 


IN FACT, if “An Initiative for Family Choice” — 
more commonly called the voucher initiative— 
qualifies for the statewide ballot and is approved by 
the voters and upheld by the courts, parents would 
receive a voucher that could be worth about $1,800 
per child and be redeemed at any Catholic school 
participating in the system. _ 

The. initiative needs 555,000 signatures by. 
registered California voters by Jan. 1, 1980, to 
qualify for the ballot. If the signatures are acquired 
by Nov. 29, the initiative could qualify for the June 
1980 election instead of next year’s November 
election. It.is not known how many signatures have 
already been obtained. 


THE INITIATIVE is expected to face heavy 


opposition fromthe public-school lobbies and _ 


teachers’ organizations. = 


The voucher initiative was authored by two law 
professors at the University of California-Berkeley, 
John E. Coons and Stephen D. Sugarman, who are 
chairmen of the Citizens for Education by Choice, 
which is sponsoring the initiative. ; 

Dr. Joseph McElligott, education director for the 
California Catholic Conference, was in San Diego last 
week to present to parent group leaders and school 
administrators:an analysis of the voucher system as 
it would affect Catholic schools which elect to 
participate in the system. 


SPEAKING AT ONE such meeting at St. Therese 
parish, Allied Gardens, McElligott said Coons and 
Sugarman designed the system to provide equal 
educational opportunities for students in poorer 


economic areas in the state and to improve the” 


quality of education by giving the parents more 
control over their children’s education. 


The voucher initiative did not “originate from the 
church school community,” McElligott said, but “it 
does seem to have some benefits for our schools.” 

Under the voucher system, there would be three 
types of schools for grades K-12: 

~Public Schools as they exist now—publicly 
owned, funded, administered, and .not ceriified to 
redeem vouchers. But they would be funded, as 
would the vouchers, by state funds and not be local 
property taxes. 


— Independent public schools (IPS), which could 
be created by parents: petitioning the local school 
district. 

The parents could devise the curriculum— but 
religion could not be included—and grades to be 
taught. Enrollment would not be confined to 
students of that district only. :

—Family choice schools (FCS) —all private and 
parochial schools which choose to participate. They 
must be organized as a California non-profit 
corporation, and thus cannot remain as a religious 
corporation or a corporation sole. 


In a pamphlet, “The Voucher Initiative and 


Catholic Schools,” Coons and Sugarman say, “This. 


means that each school could retain essentially the 
save governance it now has, -if this were desired. 


“The school might have to give standardized tests 
to its pupils and disclose the results (if the 
Legislature decrees). 


“IT WOULD ALSO have to provide information to 
the public about its curriculum, how it spends its 
money, its teachers’ qualifications and other matters 
related to education.” 


In his talk to area parents and Catholic school 
administrators, McElligott said the admissions’ 
regulations for family choice schools might be the 
area of greatest concern for Catholic schools. 


Enrollment would have to be open to all until the 
schools’ capacity is reached, but there are some 
preferential admission practices under the 
proposal. 


STUDENTS ATTENDING the school could 
continue to do so. Brothers and sisters of students 
already enrolled in the school, brothers and sisters 
and,the children of school.employees and children 
and siblings of graduates of that school would be 
entitled to enroll.

McElligott said since the schools would have a lot 
more money they could provide temporary facilities 
to accommodate the rest of the applicants. 


COONS AND SUGARMAN stated that Catholic 
schools would still appeal mainly to Catholics. 


Another area of concern might be that although 
family choice schools can teach religion and require 
a certain curriculum for all students, they cannot 
compel students “to profess a political, religious, 
philosophical or ideological belief or actively 
participate in ceremony symbolic of belief.” 


Thus, McElligott explained, all students could be 
compelled to attend Mass, but they cannot be 
compelled to participate actively, such as kneeling 
and standing, making responses, praying, etc. 

Coons and Sugarman say Catholics must decide 
for themselves whether they should support the 
initiative or not. But they think “as a matter of justice 
parents should be relieved from the double payment 
bind that exists (taxes and tuition), and schools 
should not have to scrape along with too little money 
and a constant atmosphere of financial crisis.” 


They say there is “a lot more at stake in the 
voucher proposal than how existing Catholic schools 
would fare. 

“WE THINK the crucial question is, ‘Who should 
have power and responsibility to decide what sort of 
education an individual child should have?’” 


Their answer is obvious. The parents of that child.

FIGHTING HUNGER — The head of the U.S. bishops’ 
conference in Washington urged American Catholics to 
support “public policy, private charity and citizen 
education” so that world hunger will be eliminated. “As 
the world’s wealthiest nation and largest producer of 
food, the United States has a special responsibility 


to confront the problem of world hunger,” said 
Archbishop John R. Quinn of San Francisco. 


BOOK DEPLORED—The Jesuit superior general, 
Father Pedro Arrupe, said in Rome he deplores the 
publication in Italian. of a controversial book on 
homosexuality by U.S. Jesuit Father John McNeill. The 
book, “La Chiesa e L’Omosessualita,” an Italian 
translation’ of Father McNeill’s 1976 book “The Church 
and the Homosexual,” appeared in Italian book stores. 


DANGER FOR ECUMENISM — At a two-day scholars’ 
conference at the Graymoor (N.Y.) Ecumenical Institute, 
the “wider ecumenism” between Christian churches and 
non-Christian religions was depicted as being in danger 
because of tensions among Christian confessions 
themselves. 


CONTINUE BOYCOTT—Despite what it termed a 
victory at a recent World Health Organization meeting on 
infant nutrition, the Infant Formula Action Coalition said 
in St. Paul, Minn., it will continue its boycott of Nestle 
products. The boycott began in 1977 to protest Nestle’s 
promotion of infant formula in Third World countries. 


LAW BLOCKED — What one lawyer sees as the most 
comprehensive abortion legislation ever enacted in the 
United States became Illinois law at the end of October. A 
U.S. District Court judge in Chicago, though, immediately 
blocked enforcement of the law with a 10-day temporary 
restraining order. 


HELP FOR DIVORCED —The Canadian Conference of 
Catholic Bishops and priests’ senates across Canada are 
being urged to “support and promote organizations of 
divorced, separated; widowed and» single-parent 
Catholics.” The recommendation: was: approved 
unanimously by the National Federation of Senates of 
Priests in Ontario. 


SCHOOLS NOT HAVENS — As the federal government 
moved toward seeking more. court-ordered busing to 
integrate Chicago’s public schools, the Chicago 
archdiocese restated its opposition to allowing its 
schools to become havens for those seeking to avoid 
busing. 

SUPPORTS SISTER—Archbishop James V. Casey of 
Denver applauded the action of Mercy Sister Theresa 
Kane, president of the Leadership Conference of Women 
Religious, in publicly suggesting to Pope John Paul II that 
the church consider opening all its ministries to women. 


BISHOP FINED—U.S. District Judge Juan Toruella 
in San Juan, P.R., gave Bishop Antulio Parrilla12 months 
to pay a $500 fine imposed on the bishop earlier after a 

_conviction for trespassing on federal property. 


MISSILES NOT WELCOME—Eleven Italian Christian. 
groups in Rome have asked Parliament to resist moves 
by the United States to place Pershing and Cruise 
nuclear missile installations in their country. “Peace is 
prepared and is guaranteed with justice, with a new 
contract of organic solidarity among peoples, not with 
missile installations,” the associations said. 


CHRISTIANS WARN — Zambia's ruling party may be on 
the verge of. replacing humanistic, democratic socialism 
with communism, warned a letter signed by the country’s 
nine Catholic bishops and representatives of the 
Christian ‘Council -of Zambia and the Zambian

Bishop Straling assesses his diocese after first year

SAN BERNARDINO — Bishop Phillip F. Straling chose a 
regular Sunday morning Mass at Our Lady of the Rosary 
Cathedral to celebrate the first anniversary of the 
Diocese of San Bernardino and his first year as bishop. 


The low-key approach fit the style of the 46-year-old 
hometown priest who last Nov. 6 found himself elevated 
to the episcopacy. 


HE PUT THE SPOTLIGHT on two wriggling babies who 
were presented for baptism, six adult catechumens, who 
received his blessing before departing for further 
instruction; two new recipients of the Pro Ecclesia et 
Pontifice award and more than a dozen past recipients of 
that and other papal honors. 

“It's sort of a relief to say we made it through one year,” 
said Bishop Straling. 

He warned against measuring the success of the 
diocese by human standards, saying, “Let’s always 
remember that God has set the goals. He has given the 
talents, the gifts, the opportunities. We are to be His 
witnesses, His workers.” 


IN AN INTERVIEW last week, Bishop Straling said the 

-initial enthusiasm and excitement about the creation of 

the diocese continued and “that gives momentum to 
help us over the hurdles that we have in front of us.” 


One of the hurdles is the rapid growth of this diocese 
which covers 27,293 square miles of Riverside and San 
Bernardino counties. 


Already this year, two new parishes have been added, 
bringing the total to 87. The new parishes are St: 
Catherine in Temecula-Rancho California in Riverside 
County, and only last month, St. Phillip Neri in the 
Lenwood-Hinkley area near Barstow in San Bernardino 
County. 


“THROUGH OUR STUDIES, it has been determined 
that the Upland, Ontario and Chino areas are growing 
from 10 to 24 percent a year,” he said. “The need for 
parishes now and in the future is critical.” 

One of the difficulties with establishing new parishes is 
the cost of building churches, he said, indicating that 
multi-purpose buildings probably would have to be the 
norm to keep costs down. 


“The people themselves have to raise the money (for 
new churches),” he said. “That's hard. These are pec; '2 
moving in and buying homes and they're being asked to. 
build their church. That’s a big task, as some of the 
churches today average $800,000 to $1 million.” y 


COSTS OF NEW high schools are almost prohibitive, he 
said, pointing to what he called “a saturation,” especially

“If they don’t find time for prayer, we've gotten our 
priorities backwards. The get-togethers are a chance to 
talk about that and to get support from one another,” he 
said. 


Bishop Straling attempts to visit a different parish for 
Sunday Mass each week and to visit each of the 31 
schools for week-day Masses as well. 


In less than a year, his Ford has taken him 16,000 
miles in this far-flung diocese. 


What’s the common parish problem? 


“| DON'T THINK there is any one thing that isn’t true in 
the whole United States,” he said. “That is the constant, 
ongoing task of making the Gospel live in the churches 
today. That means working together in light of what the 
Second Vatican Council has given to us and that task of 
helping people become believers in Jesus Christ and 
working through Him.” 


He said that struggle is not easy, and Catholics still 
have a resistance to lay involvement, in spite of the 
shortage of priests and sisters. z 


One area of steady growth and accord is the bishop's 
relationship with the Hispanic community, in contrast to 
a shaky start that was a result of disappointment when an 
Hispanic was not named Ordinary.

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Voucher initiative needs an informed decision 


In a statement on political responsibility 
for the 1980 election year, the U.S. bishops 
have called on all citizens to participate in 
the political process. (Story on page 8.) 


Among the issues the bishops identified 
as being important during 1980 was 
education. The statement advocates 
equitable tax support for public and non- 
public education. 


The bishops have also identified 1980 as 
the Year of the Family to celebrate the 
values of family life and to revitalize family 
life within the Church and society in 
general. 


California Catholics have an opportunity 
to get involved in the political process and at 
the same time benefit families and provide 
more equitable tax support for education. 


Called the voucher initiative, it is a 
proposed state constitutional amendment 
which would revolutionize the state’s public 
school system in an attempt to increase its 
quality by putting parents in control of their 
children’s education — choosing where and 
what they want their children to learn 
without having to pay extra for it. (Story on 
page 1.) 


This measure could also be of extreme 


. benefit to Catholic schools and parents who 
send their children to such schools. 


All parents living in California could 


receive as much as a $1,800 voucher from . 


the state for each child to be redeemed at 
any independent public school or family 
choice school (including parochial and 
Catholic high schools) participating in the 
voucher system. 


As tuition now averages $450 per child in 
Catholic elementary schools in the San 
Bernardino and San Diego dioceses, such 
participating schools could get about 
$1,350 more per student. 


This would relieve the financial burden on 
parents who pay “twice” (tax dollars to 
support public schools and tuition for 
Catholic schools) to educate their children. 


It would also provide Catholic schools 
with resources to expand their already high 
quality curricula and educational programs 
as well as their physical plants. 


Most important, perhaps, is that it would 
allow these schools to improve the salary 
scales and benefits for their teachers. 


The initiative. is not a simple proposal, 
however. Its authors included safeguards 
against it being declared unconstitutional 
by the courts. ~ 


Thus, state funds for students attending 
Catholic schools also mean a modest 
increase in interaction by the schools with 
the state government. But most superin- 
tendents of Catholic school systems don't 


see this as cause for any great concern. 


The initiative needs 555,000 signatures 
by Jan. 1, 1980 to qualify for statewide 
ballot, either in June or November in 1980. 


Especially in light of the bishops’ political 
responsibility call, it is up to all those who 
are interested in family choice in education 
to seek out and study as much information 
about the voucher initiative as isnecessary 
to make an intelligent decision on whether 
or not to support it; and if an affirmative 
decision is made, to work for its passage.

Sister Kane’s ‘wounds’ are ‘self-inflicted’ 


In her letter to the editor (SC, Oct. 25), 
Janet Stimson draws a parallel between a 
nun’s using her welcome to the Holy 
Father as an occasion for publicly 
challenging Church discipline, and St. 
Paul’s reprimand. of St. Peter on one 


occasion (Galatians 2:11-14). A closer 


look at the passage from Galatians reveals 
that there is no parallel between these two 
incidents. 


St. Paul reprimanded St. Peter because 
St. Peter avoided contact with Gentile 
Christians on one occasion when some 
Jewish Christians from Jerusalem were 
present. 


St. Paul did not presume to correct St. 
Peter's teaching. He was only pointing out 
that St. Peter's conduct in that one 
instance did not reflect the policy St. Peter 
had. enunciated for the Church at the 
Council of Jerusalem (Acts 15). St. Paul 
did not ask St. Peter to change that policy; 
he only asked him to express it more 
clearly in his actions. 


The nun in question, on the other hand, 
took advantage of the honor of being 
included on the program at the National 
Shrine to call for a change in the Church's 
ordination discipline only days after the 
Holy Father clearly® re-affirmed that 
discipline. 


She spoke of her suffering as a result of 
being excluded from the ordained 
ministry of the Church. Even the media, 
always eager to publicize and magnify 
dissension within the Church, indicated 
that a vast majority of Catholic women 
(religious and lay) do not “suffer” as Sister 
Kane says she. does from not being 
ordained. This fact suggests to me that her 
“wounds” are. self-inflicted.

| MAY be kidding myself, but | really 
don't see that kind of a future.

ONE OF THE major emphases of Vatican 
ll_-was precisely this: that membership in 
the Church involves a call to full, active 
participation in its worship, fife. and 
service.

ONCE IN our history we were untied with 
the state and we became spoiled.

Meditation on the passion, death and 
resurrection of Jesus is a cure for gloom. 
Gloom is often the result of a failure to face 
the real issues of my life. (There are also 
physiological causes of gloom.) : 


The spirit of man craves drama and 
excitement. When | play down the true 
issues in life | miss the excitement and 
real thrill of being alive. In our push-button 
society people are often depressed, sad, 
and gloomy. This gloom is particularly 
dangerous when it is repressed. 


REPRESSED GLOOM often goes masked 
as boredom and boredom can be treated 
by superficial stimulation, but then we are 
treating a symptom of gloom not the real 
cause of the deep spiritual sadness. 


A refusal to invest in real life, an 
overlooking of real people and ignoring of 
‘real’ issues short-circuits a satisfying 
contact with life and-robs my soul of the 
drama it craves. 


Real life, however, can be threatening, 
so | have a vested interest in avoiding its 
issues. For the sake of a calm, poised, 


godlike appearance | deprive myself of the 


excitement of real living. 


THE EXCITEMENT of real living is inthe 
conflict between good and evil. When | 
avoid this conflict where it affects me

Q: | am not opposed to the removal of 
the tabernacle from the main altar, but | 
have never understood why this was done. 
Can you explain this for me? 


A: What we're talking about is, 
technically, the “reservation” of the 
‘ Blessed Sacrament which underwent 
several historical developments. 


From the first to the eighth centuries 
laymen were allowed to give themselves 
Communion at home when they were sick 
or when there was no daily Mass. In 
several places, like Rome, the Eucharist 
was also reserved in the church building, 
but this was not a universal practice. 


During the following centuries until the 
16th it was the practice to reserve the 
sacrament in churches but not 
necessarily in -tabernacles fixed to an 
altar. 


A.G. Martimort notes that, “Moreover, 
there was as yet no generally accepted 


practice for the: reservation of the Body. 


and Blood of the Lord. This can be seen 


November 11, Thirty-Second Sunday in 
Ordinary Time. (1 Kings 17:10-16; 
Hebrews 9:24-28; Mark 12:38-44.) 

Totus tuus. These two Latin words mean 
“totally yours.” 


They were allegedly inscribed on a card 
accompanying a rosary that Pope John 
Paul Il, in the course of his historic visit to 
the United States, gave to a young woman 
confined to a wheelchair. It was an 
expression of the Holy Father's desire to 
give himself wholly to all he met. 


THIS KIND of total self-giving is 
characteristic of biblical religion. It is not 
to be understood 23 a purely human 
initiative. Rather, ik is the expected 
response to the redemptive love of God. It 
is He who loves first. Then, empowered by 
that love, we can love God and neighbor in 


turn. This was the theme of tast mune s 


readings. 


The Scriptures do not explicitly mention 
the prior love of God every time it mentions 
the human response.

Total self-giving is a‘thank you’ to God - 


most, in my own soul, boredom, then 
gloom enters in. 


Another way of playing down the drama 
of real life is by cynicism. Cynicism, as the 
devaluation of everything which threatens 
my ego, flattens the effect so that a calm, 
smooth appearance is possible. Nothing 
threatens me because nothing is 
important. Under the circumstances of 


avoidance and devaluation depression, 


sadness and gloom are imminent. 


In seeing my life in the context of Jesus’ 
passion, death, and resurrection | possess 
the way to true Godliness. Entering into the 
invitation to become God-like (2 Peter 1:4) 
demands that | place a high value on God 
and on myself. 


GOD IS ABSOLUTE perfection and | am 
destined for either hell or heaven. 


Failure to recognize my inherent fear of 
falling short of my true worth causes 
gloom. The solution is to raise the stakes to 
their real height and face the possibility of 
failure. 


| can only do this safely if | constantly 
meditate on Jesus’ passion, death and 
resurrection. For there | find the true 
challenge my nature craves, the power to 
keep me faithful, and the mercy to catch 
me when |-fall. 


from a study of the pertinent furnishings 
and the places where the eucharistic 
species were kept.” 


It was in Italy in the 16th century that it 
became usual to fix tabernacles on altars 
for reservation, but this practice did not 
become law’ until, the end of the 19th 
century! 


The reasoning is contained in the Code 
of Canon Law (1268): the Eucharist should 
be placed in the most noble place in the 
church—therefore on the main altar. 


More recently, on Sept. 26, 1964, the 
Sacred Congregation of Rites instructed: 
“The Blessed Sacrament is to be reserved 
in a solid, burglar-proof tabernacle in the 
center of the high altar or of another altar if 
this is really outstanding and distin- 
guished. 


“Where there is a lawful custom, and in 
particular cases to be approved by the 
local Ordinary, the Blessed Sacrament 
may be reserved in some other place in 
the church; but it must be a very special 


giving of the believer is alone recorded. 


But-an absolute presupposition always 
is God’s initial love. Our lives are, or must 
be, one large “thank you” to a loving God. 
And the “thank you” must be expressed 
wholeheartedly. 


THE READER can readily see how the 
Gospel account exhibits this theme. The 
widow who gives her “two small copper 
coins” gave “all that she had to live on.’ 
This was her version of “totus tuus” to God. 
And because it was that, it was worth 
much-more than the huge donations of the 
wealthy. 


We need not ask whether a Jewish 
widow actually did give her “last cent” to 
the temple treasury. (If she did, she 
probably would have been back the next 
day seeking a bite to eat!) 


What Jesus is emphasizing is precisely 
the spirit of “totus tuus.” When we give 
whatever we give to the Church or to some 
charity, can we say with sincerity “totus

part of the church, above all in those 


churches where marriages and funerals 
take place frequently and in places which 
are much visited for their artistic or 
historical treasures.” 


The General Instruction goes even 
further: “It is. highly recommended that 
the Holy Eucharist be reserved in a chapel 
suitable for private prayer. If this is 
impossible because of the structure of the 
church or local custom, it should be kept 
on an altar or other place in the church 
that is prominently and properly 
decorated.” 


Martimort summarizes the rationale for 
these developments very succintly: “The

THE OLD TESTAMENT reading was 
chosen for obvious reasons. It concerns a 
widow, and she is asked to sacrifice the 
last bit of food she has. 


This is surely another form of “totus 
tuus” addressed to God and to the prophet 
Elijah. It is even more pronounced here 
inasmuch as the widow is a pagan, from 
Zarephath in Sidon. She can only speak of 
“your God” to Elijah. And yet she gives. 


Here, too, we have a display of the divine 
“totus tuus” in the form of a miraculous 
provision of flour and oil “until the day 
when the Lord sends rain upon the earth.” 
Thus the Elijah story caps the total gift of 
the widow with a total gift from God. But 


the emphasis, as in the Gospel story, is on © 


the completeness of the human gift. 


What is it that sparks this kind of total 
self-giving? We have already said, of 


course, that it is a “thank you” to God for 


His unending love. But also we can detect 
a sense of “once-for-allness” in these

‘AND THAT | do want to address here. At 
least a half dozen of the diocesan papers | 
read ranthe letter and ran rather complete 
pages of response a couple of weeks later. 
That opened the subject up for discussion 
and some of the best dialogue | have seen 
on adult-teen relationships took place as 
a result. . 
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now, a little to the other later. But there is 
always both give and take and we draw 
more from each other than we often 
realize. 


We have reason to thank God not only for 
coming together but also for the time 
spent apart. It may be that only during the 
time away we have learned the value of our 
relationship. 


It is rather like returning home from 
vacation and feeling “It’s nice to be back 
home.”

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Bishops stress political 
responsibility of citizens 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Calling on all 
citizens to participate in the political 
process, the Administrative Board of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference (USCC) has 
issued a major statement on political 
responsibility for the 1980 election year. 


The statement urges voters to examine 
the positions of candidates on the full 
range of issues as well as the candidates’ 
“integrity, philosophy and performance.” 

NOTING THAT the U.S. bishops do not 
seek the formation of a “religious voting 
bloc,” the statement also contains 
synopses of more than a dozen issues 


which the bishops believe are important 


during the national debate in 1980. 


The statement is markedly similar to a 
1976 statement by the same board called 
“Political Responsibility: Reflections on an 
Election Year.” 


THE LATEST statement, titled “Political 
Responsibility: Choices for the 1980s,” is 
described by USCC officials as an 
“updated version” of the 1976 declara- 
tion. 


Both statements refer to specific 
political issues but add that the board did 
so without reference to political 
candidates, parties or platforms. 


THE STATEMENT said the church’s role 
in the political order includes educating 
on the teachings of the church, analyzing 
issues for their social and moral 
dimension, measuring public policy 
against Gospel values, and speaking out 
on public issues involving human rights, 
social justice and the life of the church in 
society.

— Condemned abortion and supported 
a human life amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution; es 


—Called for arms control and 


disarmament; 
— Opposed the death penalty; 


— Called attempts to reduce inflation by 
increasing unemployment and cutting 
back on social programs “unacceptable”; 


— Advocated an equitable tax support 
for public and non-public school students; 


—Called for policies which would 
nourish family relationships and warned 
that excessive government interference 
can erode the family’s health and vitality; 


—Called for more equitable housing 
policies and domestic and foreign food 
programs; 


— Urged elimination. of all forms of 
discrimination; 
— Supported national health insurance; 


—Opposed government control over 
television programming policy and 
deplored unilateral decision-making by 
networks, and 


—Discussed U.S. policy on South 
Africa, the Middle East and Central 
America. 


The statement also cited the bishops’ 
advocacy for the elderly, the handi- 
capped, immigrants and aliens. 


Vatican finances key issue of cardinals’ meeting 


VATICAN CITY (NC) —Vatican finances 
seems to be the key issue behind an 
extraordinary meeting (Nov. 5-8) that 
drew 120 of the world’s 129 cardinals to 
Rome. - 

As the second day of the meeting was 
drawing to a close, there was no more 
public enlightenment than before about 
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the state of the Vatican accounting — 


books — always a closely guarded secret.’ 


IN AN OPENING address Nov. 5 Pope 
John Paul Il said the cardinals have a 
“right and duty to have an exact 
knowledge” of the Holy See’s financial 
status. 

But that right has not been extended 
further so far. A veil of secrecy 
immediately was drawn over the financial 


reports delivered to the cardinals and over _ 


their deliberations on the topic. 

Despite the long tradition of secrecy, 
enough hints have leaked out over the 
years to suggest that the Holy See faces
